Theodote Kocher of Berne, who was 
awarded the Nobel prize for surgery

. The new preparation is called 
coagulen, 

It is in the form of a powder and 
is dissolved in water before being 
applied to the wound. The discov- 
erers of coagulen have: made a gift 
of their invention to. the armies in 
the field, and have gent large quauti- 
ties of the. powder to the surgical 
headquarters of both the German and 
French armies. The discovery is 
regarded by medical men as likely to 
save the lives of thousands of sold- 
fers, since it can be applied by un-
